migration bill Is passed nt this session 
of congress, the San Francisco board 
of education will rescind its order es- 
tabHshlngortental school* in that city. 
Mayor Schmits and his associates 
had *a-conference with the president, 
and assured Mr. Roosevelt that the 
amendment to the immigration bill 
wan entirely satisfactory to them. 
Secretary Root participated In the 
conference and made a report on his 
negotiations with the Republican lead- 
era in congress and the* Japanese am- 
bassador. 


Another conference will be held at 


the Whit* House Friday, and i£n the 
meantime President Roosevelt hopes 
to be at>l« to givt Mayor Schmite and 
his associates assurance that the im- 
migration bill, including the exclusion 
amendment, will be passed at this ses- 
sion or congress. 


The bill for establishment of an agri- 


cultural bank in the Philippines was 
taken up by the seuat* at the sugges- 
tion of Senator Lodge. After it Bad 
been read aad the senate amendments 
agreed to, Senator McCreary of Ken- 
tucky offered as an amendment to the 
measure the Philippine tariff bill as 
It passed the house at the last session.
